| OU are appointing of the conſideration of the State of England to be 
| taken up in a Committee of the whole Houſe, ſome day next Week. 
I do not know how well what I have to ſay may be received, for I 
never ſtudy either to make my Court well,or to be Popular;lIalways 
ſpeak what I an! commanded by the Diftates of the Spirit within me. | | 
There are ſome other Conſiderations that concern Ergland fo nearly, that 
without them you: will come far ſhort 'of Safety and Quiet at home : 
We have a little Siſter and ſhe hath no Breaſts, what ſhall we do for our Siſter in 
the day when fhe. ſhall be ſpoken for © If ſhe be a Wall, we will build on her a Pa- 
lace of Silver, if ſhe be a Door, we will incloſe her with boards of Cedar. We have 
_ ſeveral little Siſters without Breaſts, the Freach Proteſtant Churches, the two 
Kingdoms, of Jreland and Scotland ; the Foreign Proteſtants, are a Wall, the 
onely Wall and Defence to England ; upon it you may build Palaces of Sil- 
ver, glorious Palaces. The Protection of the Proteſtants abroad, is the great- 
eſt Power and Szcurity the Crown of Ergland can attain to, and which 
can only help us to give check to the growing greatneſs of France. Scotland 
and Ireland are two Doors, either to let in Good or Miſchief upon us; they 
are much weakened by the Artifice of our cunning Enemies, and we ought

. Popery and Slavery, like two Siſters, go hand in hand, ſometimes one goes

I do not think your Lordſhips or the Parliament have Juriſdiction there. 
It.is a Noble and Ancient Kingdome 3 they have an illuſtrious Nobility, a 
gallant Gentry, a Learned Clergy, and an Underſtanding, Worthy People 3 
ut yet we cannot think of Exg/and as we ought; without refleQing on the 
Condition therein. They are under the ſame Prince, and the Influence of 
the ſane Favourites and Councils; when they are hardly dealt with, can 
we that are the Richer expect better uſage ? for 'tis certain, that in all Abſolute | 
Governments, the pooreſt Countreys are always moſt favourably dealt with. 
When the Ancient Nobility and Gentry there cannot enjoy their Royal- 
ties, their Shrevaldoms, and their Stewardaries, which they and their Ance- 
ſtors have poſleſſed for ſeveral hundreds of years; but that now they are 
Enjoyned by the Lords of the Council to make Deputations of their Authori- 
ties, to ſuch as are their known Enemies. er | | 
Can we expe to enjoy our Magna Charta long under the fame Perſons and 
Adminiſtration of Afﬀeairs ? If the Council Tablethere can impriſon any Noble- 
man or Gentleman for ſeveral years, without bringing him to Tryal, or gi- 
ving the leaſt reaſon for what they do; can we expe the ſame men will pre- 
ſerve the Liberty of the Subje& here?
